Japan Would Bring Before the League 
Council 
Disputes 
Arising 
From 
Questions of Purely Domestic Juris­ 
diction— Whole Problem

Geneva, Sept. 30.—Strenuous efforts 
Are being made by members of the 
league of nations assembly to save 
the league’s protocol of arbitration 
and security. 
The protocol is imperiled by Ja p a n ’s 
insistence upon bringing the question 
of such problems as the American ex­ 
clusion act before the league. 
Mem­ 
bers of the Japanese delegation stated 
that if Japan did not obtain satisfac­ 
tion of her demand for an am endm ent 
to the proposed protocol she probably 
would be obliged to vote against the 
protocol when it was submitted to the 
assem bly of the league of nations. 
The protocol, hailed as the most eon- 
structive step toward wo*id peace in 
the league’s historv. provides fer a 
d is a r m 'r ent conference if three of 
the four nations represented on the 
council indorse it. 
Ambassador Adatci has threatened 
opposition to the proposal unless the 
protocol’s seventh article is revised 
and so worded that disputes ‘arising 
from questions 
of 
purely domestic 
jurisdiction” may be brought to the 
council. 
The word immigration was 
not mentioned, but stripped 
of 
its 
verbiage and technicalities, the Japa­ 
nese 
proposal 
means 
that 
Japan 
w ants to carry its complaint against 
the United States to the league. 
By 
so doing the Japanese d r*, lac right 
of national sovereignty over domestic 
affairs when another nation is affect­ 
ed thereby. 
The situation created by the Japa­ 
n ese was regarded as so serious that 
the principal members of the league 
of nations council met jointly with 
the 
subcommissions 
on 
arbitration. 
Ambassador Adacti meanwhile 
con­ 
tinued private negotiations with vari­ 
ous delegates. 
Delegates say that the whole ques­ 
tion of race equality lias been thrown 
definitely before the world by the ac­ 
tion of Japan and that she will con­ 
tinue to insist through the league of 
nations for revision of international 
laws, so that m atters now- deemed to 
belong exclusively 
to

internal 
Jurisdiction of a state mav he the sub­ 
ject of world wide concern, dem and­ 
ing treatm ent on the broad basis of 
equity.

Holds Davis Responsible for 


Bi? increase in Taxes. 


Columbus, flept. 30 
Governor Don­ 
ahey rapped the record of Harry L. 
Davis as governor in an address be­ 
fore the Democratic club of Franklin 


county. 
Donahey charged Davis was direct­ 
ly responsible, four years ago, for a 
“trem endous increase in taxes,' 
and 
declared that instead of “being proud 
of this unnecessary increase in the 
burden of 
taxation," Davis “should 
abologtze for it.” 
Cash balances in 
the treasury at the close of the Davis 
regime he characterized as “unneces­ 
sarily large.’ and declared they rep­ 
resented not surplus funds, hut m ere­ 
ly the balance on hand as a result of 
increased taxation. 
Economy in high- 
way construction in the first year of 
his administration resulted in a sav­ 
ing of $4,307,174 on an equal num ber 
of miles of road construction 
over 
that of I>avls. Governor Donahey said. 
Tho governor 
declared 
he would 
continue to wield the veto ax on “all 
foolish, needles* and vicious legisla­ 
tion,” if 
re-elected. 
He said 
that 
“more legislation always means more 
taxes." He charged the assembly with 
slipping many 
bills 
past 
him 
that 
should have been vetoed by holding 
182 measures, which they “dumped on 
his desk” at once, so that Insufficient 
time for him to study them was al­ 
lowed. 
Passage of the reorganization 
code as an emergency m easure was 
scored because "no such emergency 
existed, but was declared 
to 
exist 
solely in order to prevent the people 
of Ohio from voting on the measure 
at a general referendum 


Senator Harrison Speak*.

NEW C O A L Y A R D . 


Springfield, IU.—Chinese explorers, 
antedating Balboa, and perhaps Colum­ 
bus, discovered Illinois four or five 
centuries ago and set the flag of the 
Chinese empire on tile cliffs above 
Alton, according to E. W. Payne, a 
oval banker, who for many years has 
collected Indian relies and studied the 
early history of the western hemi- 
*1 »h ere. 
"When Balboa rushed into the Pa­ 
n tie, carrying J tile Hag of Spain, he 
didn't have even a druggist’s prescrip­ 
tion for one-half pint of the water of 
the sea," Payne says. 
“At f!:o time Coli*: * us discovered 
America, Cahokia was probably the 
cap ll ‘>i .N e b America and the most 
important we tern eit.\ north of old 
.Mexico. 
Lt was situated ut the Junc­ 
tion of the Illinois. Missouri and Kns- 
vaskia rivers with the Mississippi and 
was near the mouth of the Ohio. 
"’I’lie country was thickly populated. 
Probably there were as many people in 
the country districts as there are to­ 
day. 
The bluffs of the Mississippi 
river were used as a graveyard and the 
western const of the Americas was 
thickly settled from Alaska to Pata­ 
gonia. 
Old When Pyramids Were Built. 
“Balboa lived with these people for 
two years and was told again and 
again about the Pacific. Finally, with 
a guard of 150 Indians he ventured to 


t o s s tile divide and claim the Pacific 
for Spain. 
“As he did It, he was standing over 
ruins that were old when the pyramids 
were built. 
If he had been attending 
a big league ball game today he would 
have drawn a seat in the grass in 
front of the bleachers.

last one through the gate. The Pacific 
(md been discovered and rediscovered 
again and again before he arrived, and 
every island in it of any importance 
was inhabited. 
"Before Balboa reached the Pacific 
and probably about the time that Co­ 
lumbus was landing on the eastern ex­ 
tremity of North America, Chinese ex­ 
plorers arrived at the west coast of the 
country, and, following the best marked 
trails, the Platte trail and the Clat* 
trail, which was centuries old before 
Clark ever saw it, they penetrated to 
the Mississippi river and the capital 
of the continent at Cahokia.
